; MILITARY DISPATCH. 
Tfw E eolonisU are now made aware of 
lg>e ulljmatijia at which Mr.u M.ijrstv's 
Qoventment have arrived on the subj 
of our military defences. Karl (Jbkt's 
aesjiatrh of i uli November, I h in, pub. 
lahied in our rolumnt of yesterday, con- 
fkms all that bail been mmonred and 
awaahard on this very weighty question. 
Bis lordship doot not, it is true, like 
feoeo who take Mr. tiiiuil l * views, 
arjnnecl the military with political ques- 
tions. He does nnt treat it at part 
of a bargain bat ween the colony and 
the Home Government, in which the re- 
lease ..I the nolher country from all 
Colonial burdens is the price 10 I* paid 
fet large ntcnswoi of colonial ■elf- 
Msnaflenient. Into this view of the case 
tfec dotpntch does not in any wise enter. 
Hie njuestion is argued u one purely 
taancUl The poaition taken by the 
JtiaiaU-T it, thai as the expeasex of the 
British army are borne eicliuively by 
British Uiaation. the colony has no right 
to the services of that army beyond w hat 

snay be .-y for atrictly imtwrial 

BBrTKws. In other words, while the 
aVtliv country wilt undertakr t<> defend 
W at her own charge against all the 
world boaidet, she will not undertake Up 
•bafaacl us against iilorders that may arise 
vUtm oar own bound*. She will tight 



thntu- quarlers are to In employed for 
the accommodation of thu imricriiil 
" guaril." Il ia rrasonaliJt that we 
should pay for the quarters rcpiired for 
our own trooris ; but certainly it is 
any thing but reasonable that We 
should provide quarters for troops 
whose dutica are to be exclusively 
imperial. L'nreaaonnble as it may be, 
however, it munt ht done 1 for the de- 
spatch fairly warns us that " if this colo- 
nial litginlalure should not think proper 
to make adequate provision for the main, 
ten one, of the necessary barracks, in the 
manner in which (he huiilth and comfon 
of the troops will be aa well secured as 
at present, it will be incumbent on IfCR 
M*i fstt's Government to remove them 
altogelher." We think this threat might 
have been spared. 

There ia one passage in the despatch, 
however, which remove!* mueh of the 
anxiety that hap bean caused to the 
minds oT the eolonisU by these military 
reductions. It in that in which we are 
told thai wc may have as many unjierial 
troo|is, over and above the " guard/' aH 
we may be willing to pay for. Many 
circumstances would rentier it 11 matter r>f 
serious difficulty to raise an 
efficient and truiil.worlhy corps out of 
the materials supplied by our own popu. 
latirin. But from all such ditntuJty the 
despiitf.h at once relieves us. " If," pays 
the noble and Might Honorable Skci; t - 
Tahv 11 F SttTK, "a greater amount of 
force is required, the local legislature 
most either make provision for raising a 
more considerable body of police than is 
now maintained, or some other descrip- 
tion of Loft) force, or else provide for 
the pay and allowances of an additional 
numlwT of lira M*jestt's regular army, 
in u'Ai'rA rtnt (Acre kukM br tUI uliftttiua 
to aiiiiv- additional rrgiwat* to ten-e 
iArre." If we must pay for our internal 
military protection, it is some consolation 
to know that we may huve the best con- 
sideratUm for our monev ; and no unu 
can doubt that raw rerruils raised from 
amongst ourselves wnulil be fur more ex- 
pensive and far less efficient than the well 
trained troops of 1 1 ta Maj Es t* s tegular 
army. 

The legislative f ; oonril have ni it a 
very arduous task to discharge, anil a 
very strioua reatKinsibiJit> ho licar. Iney 
have to take care, on the one hand, that 
the financial resources of the colony be

ihink ilr. WKWiwoara't motion 
respecting the privilege* of the Legisla- 
tive (."oiincil is a very good one: we arc 
sorTy we cannot say as much either for 
the motive* which have actuated him, or 
the tone and temper which be haw dis- 
played on the nccaaion. It ii quite right 
that all the lawful privileges of the legis- 
lature should be ascertained, and the 
power or enfurcing them clearly defined. 
What those privileges are is a matter for 
leep erninideraliort : the puMic have pri- 
vileges aa well aa the Legudmture, and il 
it 11 uc canary that they also should be pro- 
tected. One or those privileges is the 
free and unrestrained right to diactiu 
most fully all the speeches, votes, and 
of the Council as a body. and 



grcss of business uf the legislature may

Mr. Wr.KTwoat-rt defends his conduct 
with respect to the rwramatta land, by 
asking whether the proprietors of the 
Jfrmtd would give un their private 
houses for a Town Hall or any other 
public purpose. We reply to his ques- 
tion — we do not think they would. But 
the cases arc not parallel. If those gen-

be some analogy in the case. 

The proposed committee wil) require 
to be very closely watched. Perhaps, aa 
the new t 'ouncil will be called into ex- 
istence before many months, Ihc question 
might be allowed tit drop for the pre- 
sent. 

Mb. Nichols intends to move to-day 
for leave to bring in a bill to facilitate 
the performance of the duties of Justices 
of the Pence wilh respect to persons 
charged with indictable offences. That 
Mr, Nichols intends to remove some 
obstacle to the administration of justice 
we have no doubt ; but we put il to the 
learned gentleman whether the course he 
is pursuing is not calculated to have a 
contrary effect. Last year some half 
doien of laws relating to the duties of 
magistrates were passed, so that it is now 
a matter of laborious research to find out 
what laws magistrates' proceedings are 
regulated by. From his great experience 
in Police Office business, Mr. Nichols ia 
well acquainted with the faults and de- 
Bcienees of the laws regarding magis- 
tral en as they now stand, and if he would 
devote the necessary time and attention 
to the preparation of an act to regulate 
the proceedings of magistrates, and re- 
pealing all other acts, he would be ren- 
dering an important service to the 
country. At present there may be one 
Act declaring how or when a summons ia 
to be issued, and another providing for 
the mode of serving it. A general law 
on the subject would be an important 
piece of legislation ; the patchwork 
system of passing a law every time a 
defect is discovered is not legislating — it 
is tinkering.

oommilted the moat revolting debauehcrfot 
with thoae who admitted, and had been guilty 
of great cruelty and riolenb* towarda thoae 
who atood firm against hia ad ranee*. One 
innncent young woaun. who rBabrted hia pro - 
poeali, and complained of them to the oaplain, 
waa taken upon deck, and bad water thrown 
upon her with violence enough tn knock bar 
down. On* of th* our* paateejgen who etnod 
np in her defence, waa alao aaeaultcd, Ykj- 
tenoe of * gro» nature wai txhihited towarda 
ill who atood up fur her proteotion, and the 
captain Informed bet that, if th* made a aecond 
complaint of th* eonduot of hie oHLoera, ahe 
ahould b* placed in oanOormcnt. The only 
iifflcer on board the ahip who acted In • proper 
manner wu Ur. Traeia, the firm male ; all the 
real acted moil ihamefully. Be culled th* it- 
tenttan of Her Uajeety'a Mini iter, to iheae 
ou trie, noma tranaaelmnt, became It wu Yery 
impartmit that torn* meal arc ahould he 
adopted to prevent the recurrence nf them. Ttc 
hod been informed that a eociety had been re 
cratly eatlbliihed In that aurtropolla, by which 
a large nun of money bad been eubecribed fur 
the purpoM of elding diatreatad women to emi- 
grate to our oolonie*. Nee, after the publico* 
tioo of euch * atatcment aa that of 
which he bait given their lordehip* th* 
aubetiuoe, waa it likely that my ear- 
tuoua and weU-oondutrred woman would 
tiujt ttenclf en baud of a reaeel where auch 
outrautee might be renewed ? He waa Barry ta 
oay tbil waa not an iaolited caae, for bt hid 
beard ol other ereecle where aiaiilar prolfigacy 
had prevailed, allhnugh iho outrageous conduct 
ol the officer, and crew had not been made 
putilio. flea idea the reHone whiob he had 
already mentioned, there waa another which 
induced him to bring thie abominable atete of 
tiling* under tbe notice of Parliament. Daring 
the couree of lut inmrtver the Poor Law Com- 
miaaioners in England and Ireland had Bent to 
th* different boardi of gnardiau In both cfjun- 
Iriee circular* inquiring whether they had In 
their ree pee ties dialritjle an. poor but well- 
conducted glrLj who wee* wilUna to emigrate, 

conntiiee, and *ewral from lb* union with 
which he waa connected. Now, if there were 
to ba no protection offered to their friandte.. 
young woman, either by the captain, or tbe 
mile., or the other org cere of the emigrant 
naaela in which they had embetkad, and ft th* 
matron wet* tu ba reduced to a mere cypher 
and left without any power, it mult be pro* 
duett ve of tbe gre*te*t eril, It alio appeared 
from the epeechee nude at the meeting at Ade> 
laid*, thai, In contravention of the eiprcea pro. 
Tieiona of the Fawemgera* Act, eplriu had 
been publicly eold on board of thie yeaael, 
though there wia a heavy penalty iBieri lo 
•very dietinct offence or that aort ; andthit 
it waa in and after their drunken re- 
vel tie* that thee* llrooioui amaulu on un- 
protected women wen generally attempted. In 
contravention ol another prcrvaaion of the aame 
act, it appeared that tbe proper quantity ol 
water and food allotted tu each jmeeng-er bad 
been ly.tematloally kept from them ; and that 
in coniequence they had been obliged to Live on 
abort common! during the greater part of their 
long voyage, UeTDorial. on thi. aubjeet, he 
undeniood, hod been lent tenth to the noble 
Secretary for tb* Coloniea and to hia right htm. 
ralatives the Secretary for th* Home depart- 
ment. II* wia bed to know whether thoae 
memo' i lis had been received, and if to, wtut 
were the etrp* which IJovcrmtnent intMded to 
tab* upon them . 

Karl Urey obeerred, in reply to the qaiition 
of th* noble earl, that no ofaoial communici- 
tionon thie Btihlect had yet been received by 
tlct (1ije*ty'i tlotemment. In a newipaper. 
however, from the colony, which hid been ra 
celled in toil country overland front India, h* 
had aean an account of the outrage*, and the 
meeting to which the noble earl had referred. 
From that newepaper it appaaxed that allega- 
tion, of the eniatenoe of very oerfoue abuiea on 
board ol tbia emigrant veeeel bad been pre 
ferred it a public meeting in the oolony. 
Thoie allCKatiTOB were now under the in, 
veBtigatioo of the colonial tJovemmeoL, and ho 
could aeenre the noble earl that It would be 
atrictly carried on by both the colonial Qovem- 
tnrnt and by the Oovernmont at home ; and 
that, if abuooa had taken place, thoae who had 
been guilty of them bed incurred, end ahould 
be made aubjeet w, th* eeverett pcoailie* of 
the law, N.,1 only weto the omcer* nl the 
veeeel liable to ervero penaltie* under the Pat> 
•enger Acta for abuiea mmmittcd during the 
to j age, but the Ihipownirt alan would not en- 
cape from them, 'lite tSmigratiunComoii 
aioneri, by virtue of the contract! which they 
bad made with tbe ihipownerB, were entitled 
to bold back a large portion of the pia'aitc- 
money paid for theee emieranil in oaae any 
abune took place on boaid their reaieu. He 
informed their lurdihip* that whenever abdaea 
had taken place, theKmigration Curnmiirionera 
had not heiltated to eicrciie th* power vnted 
in them. When the noble earl allied that the 
prevent wgi not a miliary caae of ahuae, hut 
that there were many other* wbleh had not 
Dome before the public, he appeared to him 
(Earl Grey) to be, if not wholly uninformed, 
at Itait very nearly eo He (fieri Orey] ap- 
pealed lo thoaa noble lord, who had lead 
the paper* recently laid oa tha table on 
It* Bubj*ot of emigration, whether they 
did not contain la'lifactoty ptoolk both ot the 
pain* and of the aucceea with which the Kmi- 
gration tlommiaaionera had exerted themielve* 
lo check abuaea of thla kind. He need not lay 
that cam of a baa* muat aomtiime* occur, hat 
he could aaiure the noble earl that, whenever 
they did occur, they ihnuld Dot, aa f« ej he 

tBarl Olef 1 waa concerned, paaa unpuniih»d. 
or the conduct of the omceri of tbe thip the 
E-nigration Orucniaeionen ware not rmrxin- 
•ible, for the oAtrerB were aelectod by the ahip. 
owner* : but theCortunleainrien had thu check 
apon the .hipownavl, that they could deprive 
them of a large portion nf the peaaa go-money, 
in cue they appointed officer* who either com- 
mitted thecoaeltea or aanedonad abuaea in 
ether.. In one caae, he bad kiautelf directed 
the Umigreiiun tlomrainionen to enforce th* 
whole amount ol the forfeiture on the ahip- 
ownere, and the Emigration t^mmieeioaer. 
had In oonaeoiuiict withbaM from Ihevn ££00, 
to which they would have been other .1*0 
entitled. Th* *urB*dn of the veatel wa* under 
the control ol the tlMUmiauouer. ; but. Be no 
arreat eemurieraLioD wu ottered to 
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am difaouliy Ln getting oom patent 
perann* to ant in that opacity, Tn * 
treat majority of ewe*, h*w*vir. tha lurgeoni 
had performed their duty very adminbly. In 
the prevent caae tha iuigerm hid been wry 
hailily appo'nted, in ooruequenoe of a wry 
earioue Ultuwi whack bid auddmly attacked 
the luricon previouily appointed. Looking, 
however, it the tealimnniiCa upon which, the 
oreaent Burgeon hid received bii appointment, 
be muat lay that they were luHcienlly itwmg 
to jualify tha Smlgration UotrHDiaelrineie In 
anustianlot it. The noble earl bad referred to 
other instance* of abuee which, ha alleged, had 
occurred In th* caae of female emiftranta from 
Ireland. Oenerally.pe*king, tbe female eml- 
grenu from Ireland had turned out well; but 
m dob oaae great abuiea bad occurred, not in- 
dead on th* part of tha officer, uf tbe vo**vtl 
whlnb carried them out, but in oonaequenc* of 
the grove deceit which had been prae tiled on 
tha Bmigration Commiaaionera by partle* in 
Ireland an to tb* tharictct of the women em- 
barked. The Poor La. gturdiana, for bo tup 
reaenn or oiher, allowed other women, c» pec Lil- 
ly women frnm lh* town orBelfaat, to be teuton 
board loatsad of the** of whoae Bond ch Binder 
they had given teatlmoniala. Thi* waa almott 
th* only oaae of ahuae with which he wai ac- 
quainted. Aa aoon aa K reached hia eari, he 
took ear* that mow eiution ahould be eiel- 
tuaed by the anthariiiee in Ireland. He readily 
admitted Co lh* noble earl that in eonducti 
emigration to to diilant * quarter of the gli _ 
tha difficulty of guarding againtt aba*** waa 
very ftvat ; but, on lh* other band, he aaaure/d 
him thai no effort bad been, and that 
no effort would he aparcd, to guard 
againat thorn. So far aa the Emigration Com- 
roiiaionera wars concerned, emigvi'ion wai 
conducted with a. little ahuio aa poaaible. 

The Earl of Motintnahell observed that hia 
object waa enawerod (and that he waa very 
glad) in having elicited ouch a atatcment from 
the noble earl. 

After a few word* from th* Earl of OlengaU

ratendt, there Is one vaat dilapidation. He 
may b# aaid tu erumhle and oraan in every di- 
rectlon. Nobody «n aay where the money ta 
gone. It baa not ben rutted frienda, eaai.ted 
dependenta, built churrhee, fertilixod the 
Boil, r/evaamented th* country, delighted the 
town, or don* anything .hat a man can 
lay hie hud upon . It ha* ajl been dribbled 
and fribbled away on hollow pretence* and 
petty ooeealani, without either lyitem oi ob- 
ject, It he* won neither gratitude, nor idrai. 
ration, nor respect. 

Now, that il unfortunately tbo cue with out 
dribblele of Irieh eapendituie. On Friday 
night the Houa* cf Cummnna paiaed Iwa reeo- 
lutiana— one for the almost iiidennite exten- 
sion of lim* for Ihf repayment of Iriah ad- 
vMcee ; h nd the other fo* the immediate ad van c* 
of £;.0O,0U>) Th* reaolut otia wer* paired 
with nil a duHentient voice. Tbe gtumhleta ol 
the Ilauae got up one after another, had their 
fling at aomo part or other of the Iriah ayitetn, 
and were suoeeatinly anubbed for their paim. 
What they aaid, however, was only too true. 
Every proverb of viciau* economy that ever 
waa uttered about throwing money into a 
ditch, about being penny wire ind pound foul- 
iah, or about putting meat into a bad ikin, ia 
fulfilled In Ireland. Into tbil Great Sahen 
an ocean bight flow and be lo*!. After the 
vaat sums we haw advanced or given within 
the laet few yean, amounting altogether to near 
twelve millioni. brat veer wa advanced aomo 
hundred* of thousands ; this year we are to 
advance £aUv,0u'v and next year will be a 
very wonderful one If It pauc* without an 
advance. We do noi complain of theae ad- 
vances. If the Minister could prow to th* 
taliafaeti on of the public That he could spend 
five million a*yea* profitably upon Ireland, ba 
■night hive it and welcome. What we com- 
plain ol is, that there i* nothing to shot* rot ft. 
At K lironh and some other uniuna we arc told 
of crowd* Socking from ■ diatanee for relief, 
and being atnt back fainting. Evictions have 
inoteuRd, while outdoor relief has been re- 
duced considerably below the ububI Engliah 
proportion. Proprietor* do not gel their rents, 
many nf the clergy are atarving on nominal 
livings. The Human Catholic hierarchy still 
proclaim our inhumanity to the end' nf tha 
earth. Y«r by year 1 quarter of ■ million fly 
the aceuraad shore in a manner which redound* 
not leas to their credit thUI to otu diagraCC. 
Theindi|cenou* population of Ireland in one 
area: family, ia seeking a new sdiegtanca and 
new law*- llut this il does at it* own motion 
and evpen.ee. Be il for good or for evil we at 
bom* have nothing; to do with it. The popu- 
lation ol aoma distressed anion* baa been re- 
duced by half, hut the dialiesa continues. 
There are it ill thirty ■• dutrtaaed union.." 
Ireland ia made to pay the " rale in aid," nnd 
ll act utl I y paying it, Contract u, unpaid, 
ruined, and driven to desperation, are seising 
upon furniture bought with our " advance*," 
and putting it to aale. Altogether the ill-fame 
and nuisance of Ireland ia acurcely abated, 
Then, whatia there to ehow fui our money I 
At the present raimard we are not going to 
Bert that the great and difUcult work of Iriah 
relief might be done in a better, a mote effec- 
tual, or more presentable mariner j nor will w* 
aay that for this great country £3u0,t)0o a- year 
i* too much to auke for a proeprtil ol good, 
even with a still greater certainty of waate. 
"Vet in how many wiya might £300,1)00 
be spent to advantage, and with Im- 
mediate proof and show T Aa we can- 
not entirely suppress our discontent, and s* 
murmur, without rcMonare ridlciilou*, we will 
venture to say that wc think a rather mure n. 
plteit ease should hive been made out for the 
rewolutioni of Friday night. The House ot 
< 'oiii m '.'ii. in idilition to very large greet., hsi 
recently lent to the unions and ratepayers of 
Ireland Jour million* and a half, procured for 
that [ltirpose by an addition to the n alio nil 
deht. It bad a right to hesitate before it 
added to that nw, and threw thp repayment 
of th* whole over forty years. The Chancel- 
lor nf the Kachequer, whose place it wis (■> 
make theae eaplanafinns, fa Unfortunately ill ; 
Lord John RwaelL has too much on hia hands, 
but some one ought to have been found to 
aoppl/ the House with th* following parti- 
cular' -t:o' distressed union* ; the state of 
their Unance* ; their rates collected and un- 
collected ; tha eircumatances under which nu- 
merous and CKtenaiw estates have for a long 
period paid no rates at all, end have thus 
greatly aggrsvaud thi burden on more solvent 
properliee ctt in nee hrmest proprietor* ; th* 
sreaun'te "n which tha law baa not been pTal in 
fore* for the recovery of arrears, and the land 
itarlf sold for their payment ! the public 
grant, to the above distressed unions : tbi 
reason why the Poor Law Board of Dublin has 
nut enforced outdoor relief at Kilruih and else 
where; why, notwilliitandirui the au IB doner 
nf the law and the liberality of Parliament, 
some unions have been in auch a Hate at to 
give ground for the laaertion that ihe distrea.

ms 17 : and why, on the authority of the 
ootoneri' inquests, there have been 
in the peat year near six hundred deaths from 
destitution. When il ia alleged, as a proof ol 
returning Tiroapefity, tbil thi number receiv- 
ing outdoor relief liae eiink in little more than 
a hundred thousand \ when it Is observed that 
there ia a Lava proportion ol pauper* in Ireland 
than in England , and when it n alio boasted

Adderley and Mr William Moleeworlh that le- 
gislation fa not a system of negative*. If th* 
world wou ld only go ahead In tbe right dirac- 
tinn, with an occasional jog to live it from 
falling Into the ditch, then * very common 
class of st* teamen wonld b* sufficient for all 
practical purpos**, But negatives, though 
very well In their way, do not meet all oontin- 
gencies of life. If • mu propound t * acheme 
lor flying, ot for eatracUng sunbeams from 
cucumber*, or blood from ■ flint, it i* enough 
to prove that the scheme ii a delusion, 
Theae an wholly unneneanry objects 
the attempt is gratuitous, and wi 
in not called on to show how tbe 
thing may he dons. It is farothejwiae whan 
applied to objects not only useful, but quite 
indispensable. Pood ia necessary lo Bilstence, 
•nd if • man undertakes to prove that bread 
ia alownuiaon, that water ahovten* life, and all 
lle.h i* mors or leva deleterious, he is bound to 
ibowasub*Litute. We muat live, be our food 
ever so bad ; wo must breathe, even in a pol- 
luted atmosphere ; we must have law., wa 
muat protect our persona and property, w* 
must pnrent outraee and punish crime. And, 
in like manner, wo most diipoe* or our con- 
victs one way or another, in these question* 
it is better to go now and then to thi beginning 
of th in ga, for there is a morbid way of looking 
on the gravest real i lira ui llfo as i( they were 
arbitiary andremovable mattna. A cone id 
populuiion is not the offspring of tnjudiciout 
iiws : it ii not a political mialake ji a tem- 
porary drsoase. It ia an universal, and, a* far 
aa w* know, an inevitable condition of human 
eociety. Whatever there aw lawi thej* must 
be pueiabmrnts, and whenvn there are 
punishment* there must be person* who are 
undergoing punishment, or who have 
undergone it, and who am thereby 
itiemitned and disabled. There must be 
persona who are disgraced, suspected, and 
shunned; many of whom, too. have been pu- 
niahed to no purpose, and en all th* more 
recklrwi and brntal. Il 1* tha earn* with all 
nation*, the only uifTvience being in the mode 
■ •f punl.hm.nl aud the outwsrd circumstance* 
of t i,e convict clues. In most ot the European 
Btataa they have their /ovfofi at large in their 
capital* and gnat towns, men of ruined morale 
and blasted character, driven from hnnnl oc- 
cupations, ready for any crime, and glad to 
swell the rank* of nrolntion it amoment'o 
nation. The only difference between England 
and France ia that oar /nrcafi an in our colo- 
nies ; and instead or twenty or lldity thousand 
desperate wretch e* prey ing on the metropolis, 
and a like proportion fn our oiher large towns, 
we have the satisfaction of knowing that they 
ara fifteen thousand miles off. Instead of a 
revolution oace in twenty rears, we haw al 
wilier leal tnterwl* a colonial imnU. 

We have no wish to nndemte the horror* of 
a convict settlement, and the fearful import of 
a whole continent peopled with our crime, 
Tbia we have never done, and trust we never 
.hall do. But the fact before us is onljone 
form ofan universal III. It must enow itself on 
one way or another. It moat ba handled in 
one way or another. In these day. we cannot 
hang up aheen-iteajen, hotjetbreeken, forgere, 
or even nianalayers of teaser ctiminsfity. The
